Any  discussion  of  the  Jew 
must  be  objective  and  com¬ 
passionate.  It  is  to  be  under¬ 
stood  that  any  facts  which  I 
bring  out  in  this  discussion  do 
not  involve  anything  ap¬ 
proaching  hate  or  bigotry. 
When  I  refer  to  the  Jew,  as 
such,  I  am  not  referring  to 
the  Israel  of  the  Old  Testa¬ 
ment  and  those  children  of 
Israel  who  were  absorbed  in 
the  fulfillment  of  prophecy, 
by  the  name  and  teachings 
and  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 


Those  who  denied  and  repudiated  Christ  have  since 
that  day  perpetuated  a  world-wide  movement  which 
any  honest  and  intelligent  observer  must  recognize  as 
anti-Christian.  It  has  been  rather  natural  for.  organ¬ 
ized  Jewry  to  align  itself  with  the  forces  committed 
against  Christianity. 


One  of  the  most  significant  documents  available  to 
research  students  is  a  photostatic  copy  of  a  report 
made  by  the  famous  Intelligence  Agency  of  Britain, 
Scotland  Yard.  This  report  has  not  been  available  until 
recently*  It  was  buried  in  the  Archives  of  the  United 
States  Government.  Some  months  ago  compatriots  of 
mine,  dedicated  to  research,  observed  that  it  had  been 
de-classified  and  so  we  have  reproduced  It.  A  report 
from  Scotland  Yard  cannot  be  viewed  as  a  document 
of  bigotry.  Its  first  sentence  reads;  "There  is  now 
definite  evidence  that  Bolshevism  is  an  international 
movement  controlled  by  Jews.* 


About  the  same  time  that  Scotland  Yard  made  this 
report,  a  White  Paper  was  issued  by  the  Dutch  Gov¬ 
ernment  which  dealt  at  some  length  with  the  subject 
and  their  conclusions  were  consistent  with  the  find¬ 
ings  of  Scotland  Yard. 


Buried  in  the  Archives  of  the  U.  S.  Government 
was  a  document  which  had  been  carefully  guarded 
through  the  years  and  only  by  chance  did  a  dedi¬ 
cated  research  personality,  (who  happens  to  be  my 
personal  friend,)  find  that  a  patriot  inside  the  Ar¬ 
chives  office  had  been  responsible  for  de-classifying 
the  buried  document  which  had  been  prepared  by 
American  Intelligence.  For  forty  years  it  would  have 
been  a  criminal  offense  for  any  person  to  quote  from 
this  document,  because  it  had  been  filed  and  identified 


as  classified  information.  You  will  be  shocked  when 
you  read  some  of  the  paragraphs  from  It.  The  Intelli¬ 
gence  officer  in  charge  of  the  preparation  of  the  report 
was  Captain  Montgomery  Schuyler.  Here  are  three 
paragraphs  from  this  report; 

Hopes  in  Russia  were  frustrated  by  the  gradual  gains 
In  power  of  the  more  irresponsible  and  socialistic  ele¬ 
ments  of  the  population  guided  by  the  Jews  and  other 
anti-Russian  races.  A  table  made  in  April  1918  by  Robert 
Wilton,  the  correspondent  of  the  London  Times  in  Rus¬ 
sia,  shows  that  at  that  time  there  were  384  “commissars** 
including  2  Negroes,  13  Russians,  15  Chinamen,  22 
Armenians  and  more  than  300  Jews.  Of  the  latter  number 
264  had  come  to  Russia  from  the  United  States  since  the 
downfall  of  the  Imperial  Government. 

It  is  probably  unwise  to  say  this  loudly  in  the  United 
States  but  the  Bolshevik  movement  is  and  has  been  since 
its  beginning  guided  and  controlled  by  Russian  Jews  of 
the  greasiest  type,  who  have  been  in  the  United  States 
and  there  absorbed  every  one  of  the  worst  phases  of  our 
civilization  without  having  the  least  understanding  of 
what  we  really  mean  by  liberty. . 

Unfortunately,  a  few  of  our  people  in  the  United  States, 
especially  those  with  good  lungs,  seem  to  think  that  the 
Bolsheviks  are  as  deserving  of  a  hearing  as  any  real  poll- 
.  tical  party  with  us.  This  is  what  the  Russian  cannot  un¬ 
derstand  and  I  must  say  that  without  being  thought  one 
sided,  I  should  not  hesitate  to  shoot  without  trial  if  I  had 
the  power  any  persons  who  admitted  for  one  moment 
that  they  were  Bolsheviks.  I  would  just  as  soon  see  a  mad 
dog  running  about  a  lot>  of  children. 

You  will  think  I  am  hot  about  this  matter  but  It  is  I 
feel  sure,  one  which  is  going  to  bring  great  trouble  on  the 
United  States  when  the  judgment  of  history  shall  be  re¬ 
corded  on  the  part  we  have  played.  It  is  very  largely  our 
fault  that  Bolshevism  has  spread  m  it  has  and  I  do  not 
believe  we  will  be  found  guiltless  of  the  thousands  of 
lives  uselessly  and  cruelly  sacrificed  in  wild  orgies  of 
bloodshed  to  establish  an  autocratic  and  despotic  rule  of 
principles  which  have  been  rejected  by  every  generation 
of  mankind  which  has  dabbled  with  them. 

It  is  important  that  you  understand  thoroughly 
that  when  I  say  the  word  "Jew*  I  am  not  referring  to 
every  Jew  on  the  street  and  every  Jew  in  the  world. 
To  me  the  term  means  "official  Jewry.*  I  judge  Jewish 
policy  by  the  official  proclamations  made  by  the 
recognized  Jewish  organizations  and  leaders. 

To  illustrate:  There  are  in  Los  Angeles  two  Jewish 
people  by  the  name  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Miller.  They 
were  "Communists  for  the  F.B.I.*  They  were  never 
sincere  Communists.  They  were  operatives  and  agents. 
Mrs.  Miller  was  singled  out  by  some  Los  Angeles 
patriots  and  asked  to  run  as  a  candidate  for  the  Board 
of  Education.  The  Conference  of  Rabbis,  both  Ortho- 
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dox  and  Reformed,  met  and  condemned  Mrs.  Miller 
and  urged  their  congregations  not  to  support  her  on 
the  grounds  that  she  was  a  right  wing  extremist. 

As  we  all  know,  the  Jewish  issue  arose  during 
World  War  II.  There  were  some  very  sincere  citizens 
who  opposed  this  war.  They  included  the  great  in¬ 
dustrialist  Henry  Ford,  Col  Charles  A.  Lindbergh, 
General  Wood,  President  of  Sears,  Roebuck,  Gerald  L. 
K.  Smith,  Father  Charles  E.  Coughlin,  U.  S.  Senator 
Burton  K.  Wheeler,  and  even  Ambassador  Joe  Ken¬ 
nedy,  who  at  one  time  said:  “We  will  enter  this  war 
only  over  my  dead  body/" 

Organized  Jewry  was  determined  to  represent  all 
people  who  had  been  critical  of  official  Jewish  policy 
as  pro-Nazi,  which,  of  course,  was  a  false  premise,  be¬ 
cause  all  the  people  named  above  were  patriots  and 
loyal  Americans  above  reproach.  One  of  the  top  men 
in  Military  Intelligence  .was  Colonel  John  Beaty,  who 
had  been  given  a  leave  of  absence  from  Southern 
Methodist  University  to  fulfill  this  war-time  responsi¬ 
bility.  He  was  assigned  the  task  of  doing  an  investiga¬ 
tive  job  on  all  these  individuals  who  had  at  any  time 
discussed  the^  Jewish  question.  He  was  even  advised 
that  some  of  them  might  be  indicted  and  put  away 
for  the  duration.  The  research  Colonel  Beaty  did  on 
the  subject  in  order  to  fulfill  his  responsibility  made 
him  one  of  the  most  renowned  students  of  the  Jewish 
question  in  America  or  the  world.  He  was  so  im¬ 
pressed  by  what  he  found  that  he  produced  a  best- 
-  seller  entitled  “The  Iron  Curtain  Over  America.”  This 
is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  responsible  and  objective 
studies  of  the  Jewish  question  as  it  relates  to  Com¬ 
munism  to  be  found  in  the  world.  Colonel  Beaty  suf¬ 
fered  much  persecution  and  abuse,  but  his  book  re¬ 
mained  a  best-seller,  and  although  he  recently  died  it 
is  in  its  21st  edition. 

The  most  famous  Rabbi  of  this  century  and  the 
most  influential  Rabbi  of  this  century  was  Rabbi 
Stephen  Wise.  When  interviewed  concerning  Com¬ 
munism  he  said:  “Some  call  it  Communism,  but  I  call 
it  Judaism 

Jews  that  have  taken  a  strong  stand  in  defense  of 
right  wing  policies  and  in  opposition  to  Communism 
have  become  virtual  outcasts. 

For  instance,  there  is  in  Los  Angeles  a  man  known 
as  Rabbi  M,  J.  Merritt,  He  came  to  the  defense  of 
Senator  McCarthy.  He  came  to  the  defense  of  Gen¬ 
eral  Edwin  Walker,  Recently  a  propaganda  book  en¬ 
titled  “Right  Wing  Extremists”  came  off  the  press  and 
in  this  book  the  author  refers  to  Rabbi  Merritt  as 
“Gerald  L.  K.  Smiths  pet  Rabbi”  I  happen  to  know, 
because  I  inquired,  that  these  men  have  never  met. 

Rabbi  Merritt  joined  with  Rabbi  Benjamin  Schultz 
in  forming  an  organization  known  as  the  Jewish 
League  Against  Communism.  Rabbi  Schultz  was  the 
pastor  of  a  strong  influential  synagogue  in  New  York. 
The  Rabbinical  Council  of  New  York  met  and  by 
resolution  urged  the  Schultz  congregation  to  ask  for 
his  resignation.  They  not  only  forced  him  to  resign, 
but  he  was  not  even  allowed  to  come  and  stand  in 
his  own  pulpit  for  the  resignation.  Thereupon  the 
recognized  Jewish  organizations  in  America  issued  a 
resolution  of  warning  urging  the  Jewish  communities 
to  avoid  Rabbi  Schultz  (the  McCarthyite )  and  his 
anti-Cominunist  League. 


Prominent  Jews,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  out¬ 
casts,  when  not  committed  to  pro-Communism  and 
appeasement  policies,  are  almost  without  exception 
committed  to  a  program  which  supports  the  anti-anti- 
Communists.  They  may  not  support  Communism  di¬ 
rectly,  but  they  are  always  happy  to  liquidate  Me- 
Carthyism,  right  wing  patriotism,  etc. 

These  groups  have  invariably  encouraged  those  who 
seek  to  abolish  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American 

Activities.  They  have  furnished  much,  of  the  propa- . 

ganda  designed  to  reflect  on  the  integrity  and  pur¬ 
pose  of  J.  Edgar  Hoover. 

The  President’s  chief  advisor,  Arthur ;  Schlesinger 
(a  Jew),  said  in  an  address  shortly  before  Mr.  Ken¬ 
nedy  became  President:  “America’s  progress  depends 
largely  on  its  ability  to  dispense  with  the  Christian 
myth.” 

One  of  the  most  prominent  men  to  become  con¬ 
cerned  with  this  issue  was  the  late  great  industrialist 
Henry  Ford.  He  called  in  his  two  chief  advisors,  W. 

J.  Cameron  and  Ernest  Liebold,  and  instructed  them 
to  carry  on  a  program  of  research  regardless  of  the 
cost.  Mr.  Ford  was  a  personal  friend  of  my  Uncle, 

( Gerald  L.  K.  Smith )  and  gave  him  information  to 
die  effect  that  at  least  $5,000,000.00  was  spent  survey¬ 
ing  the  Jewish  question.  He  came  up  with  a  series  of 
articles  which  summarized  the  research,  and  these 
were  published  in  what  was  Mr.  Ford’s  official  house 
organ,  the  Dearborn  Independent.  The  title  of  the 
series  was  “The  International  Jew.”  It  did  not  contain 
one  word  of  hate.  It  was  objectively  prepared,  but  it 
created  a  terrific  and  tremendous  stir.  Boycotts  were 
organized.  Mr.  Ford  was  represented  by  the  press  as 
a  fool,  a  devil  and  a  bigot.  Extremists  and  fanatics 
wrote  anonymous  letters  and  made  anonymous  calls 
and  brought  many  threats  to  bear  upon  the  Ford  fam¬ 
ily  and  the  Ford  business.  Junior  executives  went  into 
the  courts  and  drew  up  injunctions  prohibiting  the 
republication  of  this  book.  It  was  taken;  out  of  libraries 
and  burned,  and  it  became  completely  unavailable. 
At  one  time  copies  of  this  series  sold  for  as  high  as 
$700,00,  although  it  had  originally  sold  for  less  than 
$3,00.  w 

Not  long  ago  the  attorneys  which  had  been  com¬ 
missioned  to  watch  this  copyright  fell  asleep  at  the 
post  and  an  alert  patriot  caused  this  book  The  Inter¬ 
national  Jew  to  be  republished. 

This  sensational  piece  of  research  is  now:  available 
in  the  form  of  a  new  edition:.

Friends  of  mine  who  were  very  close  to  the  late 
Senator  McCarthy  reveal  that,  he  tried  his  best  to 
discuss  Communism  in  such  a  way  as  to  avoid  the  ac¬ 
cusation  of  anti-Semitism.  In  order  to  avoid  that  ac¬ 
cusation  he  brought  into  his  staff  two  young  Jews,  Mr. 
Roy  Cohn  and  Mr.  David  Schine.  Mr.  Sc mine  is  the 
young  man  who  is  now  head  of  the  Hotel  Ambassador 
Corporation.  In  spite  of  all  these  precautions,  every 
accredited  and  official  Jewish  organization  in  Amer¬ 
ica  and  the  world  not  only  condemned  Senator  Mc¬ 
Carthy,  but  carried  on  a  grisly  campaign  for  his  liqui-

to  the  defense  of  Robert  Oppenhei 
sure  from  Senator  McCarthy  and  oth 
was  declared  a  security  risk,  and  it 
Atomic  Energy  Commission  that  he  should  not  "have 
access  to  classified  information  having  to  do  with 
atomic  energy.  Every  Jewish  organization  in  America

all  over  the  world. 


We  dare  not  Ignore  this  statement. 

When  the  national  President  of  Jewry’s  most 
prominent  and  important  organization,  the  Apti- 
Defamation  League,  says  in  the  Beverly  Hilton  Hotel, 
as  he  did  a  few  weeks  ago,  ‘"We  must  consider  all  of 
these  right  wing  organizations  as  suspect  and  poten¬ 
tially  anti-Semitic,”  we  cannot  ignore  his  statement. 

The  background  and  activities  of  Justice  Felix 
Frankfurter  (the  Jew)  are  almost  too  scandalous  to 
define.  Out  of  the  Archives  comes  this  letter  written 
by  the  young  investigator  J.  Edgar  Hoover  in  the 
early  days  of  his  public  career.  It  reads  as  follows: 


Receipt  is  acknowledged  of  your  letter  of  the  4th  instant 
(U-H/681 .00/7885)  referring  to  a  copy  of  dispatch  No.  62 
from  the  American  Consul  at  Reval,  dated  December  1, 
1920,  relative  to  the  disseminators  of  Bolshevik  propa¬ 
ganda,  submitting  a  list  of  the  same  and  requesting  a 
reply,  the  substance  of  which  will  be  communicated  to  the 
American  Consul  at  Reval,  Latvia. 

From  an  examination  of  the  list  of  names  and  ad¬ 
dresses  submitted,  it  is  indicated  that  at  least  the  major 
portion  of  the  list  of  thirty-two  names  is  authentic,  par¬ 
ticularly  because  of  the  notation,  J.  Ferguson  (evidently 
Isaac  Ferguson);  Felix  Frankfurter;  Jacob  Hartman  and 
Fred  Biedennapp; — all  known  to  be  actors  in  this  move¬ 
ment.

Only  recently  has  another  document  been  de-classi- 
fied  which  establishes  beyond  the  peradventure  of  a 
doubt  that  Felix  Frankfurter  even  while  Dean  of  the 
.Law  Department  of  Harvard  University  served  as  a 
propaganda  personality  for  the  international  Com¬ 
munist  forces. 

I  am  a  professed  Christian  and  I  hope  I  am  a  good 
American,  and  I  believe  it  would  be  un-Christian  and 
un-American  to  condemn  any  man  because  of  his 
race  or  his  creed,  but  I  do  believe  that  inasmuch  as 
organized  Jewry  has  a  world-wide  program  and  inas¬ 
much  as  they  have  put  their  principles  and  their  pro- 

Bams  down  in  writing  and  approved  them  with  reso- 
tions,  I  have  a  right  as  a  free  citizen  to  discuss  them 
and  take  issue  with  them  without  being  accused 
honestly  of  bigotry  and  so-called  anti-Semitism. 

How  can  I  ignore  the  fact  that  organized  Jewry  has 
boasted  that  the  Supreme  Court  formula  for  abolish¬ 
ing  prayers  and  devotions  in  our  public  institutions, 
including  our  schools,  is  a  project  of  organized  Jewry. 

Today  there  is  a  case  before  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  seeking  to  prohibit  the  Lord's  prayer 
in  schools.  The  66  leading  and  official  Jewish  organ¬ 
izations  have  combined  and  have  hired  lawyers  to 
present  briefs  in  support  of  the  abolition  of  devotions 
from  our  school  system. 

I  don’t  need  to  tell  you  that  all  Jewish  organizations 
oppose  by  resolution  loyalty  oaths,  investigative  com¬ 
mittees  and  all  organizations  which  are  aggressively 
curbing  left  wing  movements  and  activities.  Do  not 
forget  that  earlier  in  this  article  I  pointed  out  that 
there  are  individual  Jews  who  are  exceptions  to  the 
rule,  but  they  invariably  have  become  virtual  outcasts. 

A  Jewish  commentator  by  the  name  of  Professor 
Fishman  comes  on  one  of  our  television  stations.  No 
one  could  ask  for  better  comment  in  support  of  strong 
patriotic  right  wing  viewpoints,  but  only  the  other  day 
under  pressure  from  forces  which  need  not  be  sum¬ 
marized  here,  he  was  suspended  from  the  teaching 
staff  of  Los  Angeles  State  College  on  the  grounds  that 
his  extreme  viewpoints  endangered  the  welfare  of  this 
educational  institution.  No  Jewish  organization  in  'this 
community  has  come  to  his  defense  except  the  little 
outcast  organization  which  has  no  official  standing, 
the  Jewish  League  Against  Communism. 

What  is  the  summary  of  this  whole  matter?  It  may 
seem  a  bit  provincial  to  you  and  a  bit  old-fashioned. 
I  have  been  exposed  to  much  of  the  status  symbol 
thinking  and  assembly-line  conclusions  of  this  genera¬ 
tion,  and  perhaps  you  will  say  that  I  am  reverting  to 
type,  like  a  Ph.Dt  Indian  returning  to  his  blanket,  but 
it  is  my  personal  conviction,  and  I  am  not  imposing 
this  conviction  upon  the  reader,  that  the  force  of 
Christianity  is  the  most  important  factor  on  this  earth. 
America  is  the  most  significant  product  of  Christian 
civilization.  America  cannot  be  destroyed  unless 
Christian  faith  is  destroyed,  and  it  is  my  firm  belief 
that  the  forces  opposed  to  Christianity  have  lined  up 
against  the  forces  which  support  Christianity.  In  other 
words,  the  great  issue  of  the  world  is:  Christ  versus 
the  anti-Christ  .  .  >-:•••  -

In  a  memorandum  from  Mrs.  Skillman  to  Mr.  Toison,  dated  2-10-65,  it 
that  John  Snyder,  a  student  employed  part  time  in  the  office  of  Congressman 
(O’Hara  (D  -  Ill.)  had  some  information  of  possible  interest  to  the  FBI. 


On  2-11-65  SA  David  W.  Bowers  contacted  Marie  Crowe,  Administrative 
Assistant  to  Congressman  O'Hara,  concerning  this  matter.  She  stated  Snyder  would  be 
in  the  Congressman's  office  that  afternoon  and  that  both  she  and  Snyder  desired  to  talk 
with  an  Agent.  SA  Bowers  interviewed  Snyder  and  Miss  Crowe  on  the  afternoon  of 
2-11-65.  5*’  . "  .  „y M  7 


Snyder,  whose  full  name  is  John  M.dSnyder,  resides  at  1713  A  Street, 
Southeast  in  Washington  and  currently  is  attending' Georgetown  Law  School.  He  frequently 
goes  to  the  Library  of  Congress,  along  with  other  students,  to  study  in  the  evening.  He 
explained  captioned  individuals  are  practically  always  at  the  Library  of  Congress  and  y 
mingle  with  the  students  studying  there.  They  claim  to  be  scholars  doing  research.  -*<0 
Arrowsmith  claims  to  have  a  Ph.D.  in  biology  from  an  unnamed  university  in  Germany 
and  alleged  that  he  did  his  thesis  based  on  studies  of  hundreds  of  Nordics  in  European 
countries,  which  studies  proved  the  superiority  of  Nordic  people.  Arrowsmith  claims  to 
be  studying  the  relationship  between  the  Zionists  and  the  Bolsheviks  and  alleges  that 
wealthy  New  York  Zionists  contributed  over  half  the  money  needed  to  finance  Lenin' s 
revolution  in  Russia.  He  also  alleges  that  over  200  of  the  300  early  BWTStteyiR,  commls- 
sars  actually  were  New  York  Jewish  gunmen.  . 3  *f3s> 

Duncan,  according  to  Snyder,  claims  to  be  a  scientist  and^socialist 
originally  from  Illinois.  He  purports  to  be  studying  the  reasons  behind  U.  S.  involvement 
in  World  War  I  and  says  his  research  indicates  there  was  a  secret  agreement  between

the  Zionists  and  the  British;  the  Zionists  agreeing  to  involve  the  U.  S.  in  the  war  in 
return  for  British  support  for  the  Zionists’  claims  of  Palestine. 

Both  Arrowsmith  and  Duncan,  Snyder  related,  indict  all  liberals  since 
World  War  I  and  equate  liberalism  with  communism.  He  said  they  also  allege  that 
communism  really  is  nothing  more  than  a  front  for  the  Zionist  Movement.  Snyder  stated 
Arrowsmith  once  mentioned  to  him  that  it  would  perhaps  be  a  good  idea  for  him  (Snyder)  to 
join  the  Communist  Party  and  help  swing  it  toward  a  Tightest  organization.  He  said 
Arrowsmith  knows  that  he  works  for  Congressman  O’Hara  and  has  inquired  about  the 
mechanical  equipment  (mimeograph  and  addressograph  machines)  in  the  office.  He  said 
Arrowsmith  claims  to  have  been  a  consultant  for  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American 
Activities  (HCUA)  and  a  close  friend  of  Richard  Ahrens,  a  former  staff  member  of  HCUA. 
Snyder  stated  that  Arrowsmith  lives  on  the  sixth  floor  of  the  Congressional. 

At  this  point,  Miss  Crowe  interrupted  to  state  that  this  was  the  reason  for 
her  concern  since  the  Congressman  lives  on  the  seventh  floor  of  the  Congressional.  She 
also  related  that  on  1-11-65  the  Congressman's  Chicago  Office  had  informed  her  that 
D.  Washak,  Editor  of  the  "Daly  Calumet”  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  had  inquired  of  the 
Congressman's  Chicago  Office  as  to  the  Congressman's  reaction  to  his  being  included  on 
the  Minutemen's  list  of  25  people  "marked  for  their  guns.  ”  She  said  they  had  long  been 
aware  that  the  Congressman  was  on  the  Minutemen' s  list  but  had  never  interpreted  this  as 
a  threat  of  physical  violence.  She  stated  that  Mr.  Washak' s  inquiry,  coupled  with  the 
information  from  Snyder  regarding  Arrowsmith  and  the  fact  that  Arrowsmith  resides  one 
floor  below  the  Congressman,  concerned  her. 

It  was  pointed  out  to  Miss  Crowe  that  Arrowsmith  is  publicly  known  as  a 
professional  anti-Semi  tic  and  that  the  information  she  had  supplied  indicated  no  basis  for 
our  conducting  any  investigation.  Snyder  was  informed  that  any  association  he  continues 
with  Arrowsmith  and/or  Duncan  must  be  of  his  own  choosing.  Snyder  furnished  13 
documents, all  of  which  are  anti-Semitic  in  theme,  which  he  had  obtained  from  Arrowsmith 
and  Duncan.  These  are  enclosed. 


The  Minutemen  list  referred  to  above  apparently  is  identical  with  a  list  of 
20  Congressmen  published  in  the  3-15-63  edition  of  "On  Target,”  a  newsletter  of  the 
Minutemen.  Each  of  the  Congressmen  listed  had  voted  against  continuing  appropriations 
for  HCUA.  We  have  interviewed  Robert  De  Pugh,  head  of  the  Minutemen,  regarding  this 
list  and  accompanying  story  which  attacked  the  Congressman  and  he  has  declared  that  the 
article  was  in  no  way  meant  to  be  a  threat.

Mr.  Samuel  R.  Davenport,  in  the  Office  of  Coordinator  of 
Information,  House  of  Representatives,  called  and  advised  that  he  had 
received  a  call  from  Miss  Crowe,  in  the  office  of  Congressman  Barrat 
O'Hara  of  Illinois,  requesting  that  he  come  to  see  her.  He  went  to 
see  her  and  was  told  that  there  was  a  young  man,  John  Snyder,  who 
works  on  Saturday  afternoons  in  Congressman  O'Hara's  office  and  who 
goes  to  Georgetown  University,  who  had  received  some  information 
she  thought  should  be  given  to  the  FBI.  The  information  he  received, 
which  Mr.  Davenport  did  not  receive,  was  from  a  man  he  met  during 
his  research  work  at  the  Library  of  Congress.  Mr.  Davenport,  as 
previously  stated,  did  not  have  all  of  the  details  but  when  I  asked  him 


if  he  had  any  idea  as  to  what  the  information  was  about,  he  stated  it 
has  to  do  "with  the  Communist  Party  and  also  a  group  which  intends 
to  take  over. "  Mr.  Davenport  said  the  young  man,  Mr.  Snyder,  was 
told  to  act  as  if  nothing  had  happened  so  that  he  might  get  more  information 
from  the  man.

On  7/13/66,  Mrs.  MARY  MONTGOMERY,  Manager's  Office, 
Congressional  Hotel,  300  New  Jersey  Avenue,  S.E.,  confidentially 
advised  that  subject  for  the  past  several  years  has  continued 
to  reside  in  Room  621.  No  complaints  have  been  received  by 
the  management  in  his  regard.  He  is  very  friendly  with  the 
help  and  with  other  guests.  He  is  not  employed  and  is 
considered  a  man  of  considerable  means.  He  spends  some  of 
his  time  at  the  Library  of  Congress  in  research  matters. 

She  has  no  knowledge  of  his  associates,  nor  of  any  of  his 
activities  outside  of  his  life  at  the  hotel.

From  this  review  of  ARROWSMITH' s  activities,  it 
appears  that  he  is  not  taking  an  "active  part"  in  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  WPA,  and  that  the  leader,  ALLEN,  is  interested 
in  continuing  their  casual  relationship.

On  September  16,  1965,  Karl  Rogers  Allen,  Jr., 
who  Identified  himself  as  the  leader  of  the  White  Party 
of  America  (WPA),  advised  that  he,  along  with  several 
other  former  members  of  the  American  Nazi  Party  (ANP) , 
formed  the  WPA  during  the  early  part  of  1964  in  order’ to 
advance  the  cause  of  the  white  man  in  the  United  States 
and  eventually  throughout  the  world. 

This  organization  was  officially  launched  on 
April  11,  1964,  when  it  sponsored  picketing  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  Richmond , Virginia ,  and  Baltimore,  Maryland,  in 
opposition  to  civil  rights  legislation  and  civil  rights 
demonstrations.  Its  national  headquarters  was  transferred 
from  1216  New  York  Avenue,  N.W.,  Washington, D.C, ,  to  1019 
King  Street,  Alexandria,  Virginia,  on  April  1,  1965. 

It  was  initially  the  aim  of  the  WPA  to  sponsor 
picketings  and  demonstrations  where  it  was  believed  such 
would  be  of  value  and  to  publicize  its  program  through  pam¬ 
phlets  and  similar  media.  The  WPA  has  been  inactive  due  to 
a  lack  of  funds  and  its  only  publications  to  date  have  been 
the  April  and  May,  1964,  issues  of  its  official  publications 
''The  White  Letter. " 

He  added  that  the  WPA  is  still  in  the  formative 
stage  but  it  will  uphold  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  will  always  act  within  the  limits  of  the  law.  He  noted 
that  the  WPA  will  serve  as  a  "home  for  people  who  want  to 
preserve  the  white  race"  and  cannot  find  a  home  for  themselves 
in  either  of  the  major  political  parties  in  the  United  States.

Records  of  The  Credit  Bureau,  Incorporated,  were 
reviewed  on  July  18,  1968,  and  they  contained  a  report  dated 
April  23,  1963,  which  described  Harold  Arrowsmith,  300  New 
Jersey  Avenue,  S,  E. ,  Washington,  D.  C,  (WDC)  (Congressional 
Hotel),  as  a  “man  of  great  means," "the  son  of  a  prominent 
Baltimore  family";  "he  does  work  more  or  less  as  a  hobby 
helping  various  causes,  reforms,  etc,"  This  report  showed 
that  Arrowsmith  was  at  one  time  associated  with  George 
Lincoln  Rockwell  of  the  American  Nazi  Party  (ANP);  that 
Arrowsmith  travels  a  great  deal,  and  that  he  has  associated 
himmWI#  with  various  forms  of  anti** Semitic  activities, 

Rockwell  and  the  ANP  are  described  in  the  appendix

During  1963,  Assistant  United  States  Attorney 
Harold  H,  Titus  advised  Special  Agents  of  the  Federal 
Bureaueof  Investigation  (SAs  of  the  FBI)  that  he  was  declin¬ 
ing  prosecution  of  Harold  Arrowsmith  as  representing  himself 
as  an  employee  of  the  Library  of  Congress  on  the  grounds  of 
lack  of  sufficient  evidence  for  prosecution, 

Harold  Noel  Arrowsmith,  300  New  Jersey  S.  E.  was 
connected  with  purchase  of  paper  stock  which  was  used  by 
the  National  States  Rights  Party  (NSRP),  in  the  dissemina¬ 
tion  of  a  leaflet  entitled  "Governor  George  C,  Wallace  — 
last  chance  for  the  White  Voter".

Louis  Anderson,  Co-owner  of  Comp-0-Type, 
Incorporated,  1339  Green  Court,  N.W. ,  advised  an  SA  of  the  FBI 
that  Arrowsmi th  contracted  with  his  firm  to  typeset  40  pages 
of  a  brochure  entitled,  “Zionist  Leaders  Conspire  to  Railroad 
the  United  States  into  a  Third  World  War,  April,  1966  (Second 
Edition) .“ 
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HAROLD  NOEL  ARROWSMITH,  JR. 


Eugene  Bond  advised  on  July  20,  1966,  that  his  firm 
processed  25,000  copies  of  above  publication. 

Harold  Noel  Arrowsmith,  Jr.,  furnished  the  following 
information  to  Special  Agents  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation  on  October  16,  1958: 

He  advised  that  he  is  a  person  of  "considerable  means" 
who  has  for  two  years  engaged  in  private  research  work  dealing 
with  the  "Jewish"  influences  on  American  life.  He  conducts 
this  research  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  National  Archives 
and  t^e  Department  of  State  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  at  various 
government  agencies  abroad,  such  as  the  British  Foreign  Office 
in  England.  During  this  research,  Arrowsmith  has  obtained 
copies  of  various  documents  allegedly  showing  that  Zionism  is 
nothing  more  than  "subversion"  and  "treason."  He  stated  that 
he  has  had  many  of  these  documents  reproduced  and  sent  to  various 
government  officials  including  members*  of  Congress. 

He  advised  that  since  starting  his  research,  he  has 
encountered  considerable  difficulty  in  securing  the  services 
of  commercial  printers  to  reproduce  his  documents  and  therefore 
had  made  arrangements  with  Rockwell  to  perform  some  of  the 
printing  functions  of  his  material.  These  arrangements  included 
the  purchase  of  printing  presses  and  related  equipment  and 
making  substantial  donations  toward  Rockwell* s  operations. 

According  to  Arrowsmith,  certain  policy,  personal  and 
monetary  differences  arose  between  Rockwell  and  himself  which 
led  to  a  severance  of  their  relationship.  This  break  was 
related  to  have  occurred  during  August,  1958. 

Arrowsmith  stated  that  he  is  very  Anti -Jewish  and 
repeated  on  numerous  occasions  that  his  major  interest  was  to 
reveal  to  the  world  his  belief  that  World  War  I  was  a  result 
of  an  International  Jewish  Conspiracy.  He  stated  that  even 
though  he  is  very  Anti-Jewi sh,  he  is  opposed  "to  acts  of  violence 
or  any  other  illegal  activity  in  the  furtherance  of  his  beliefs.

On  September  8,  1967,  a  source,  who  has  furnished 
reliable  information  in  the  past,  advised  that  the  American 
Nazi  Party  -  World  union  of  Free  Enterprise  National  Socialists 
CAMP  -  WOTENS)  was  organized  by  GEORGE  LINCOLN  ROCKWELL  at 
Arlington,  Virginia,  on  February  26,  1956,  It  was  based  upon 
the  concept  of  an  international  "National  Socialist"  movement, 
as  espoused  by  the  German  Nazi  Party,  which  was  headed  by  ADOLF 
HITLER.  The  ANP-WUFENS  supports  and  follows' the  line  of 
hatred  against  Negroes,  Jews,  and  Communists,  through 
speeches,  published  literature,  demonstrations  and 
publicity- seeking  devices  for  the  purpose  of  seeking  a 
legitimate  dominant  political  party  within  the  Halted 
States  and  in  foreign  countries. 

"The  Richmond  News  Leader"  issue  dated  April  4, 

1963,  published  daily  at  Richmond,  Virginia,  stated  that 
this  organization  is  chartered  in  the  State  of  Virginia  as 
"The  George  Lincoln  Rockwell  Party"  and  that  the  Virginia 
Assembly  prohibits  the  us©  of  "Nasti"'or  ''National  Socialism" 
in  a  Virginia-chartered  organization.  As  ©f  January  1, 

1967,  the  official  name  of  this  organization  was  changed  to 
"National  Socialist  White  People's  Party, "  according  to 
Commander  ROCKWELL. 

On  August  25,  1967,  GEORGE  LINCOLN  ROCKWELL  was 
assassinated  in  Arlington,  Virginia,  near  the  ANP  Headquarters 
Building.  The  August  28,  1967,  issue  of  the  "Northern 
Virginia  Sun, "  a  daily  newspaper  published  at  Arlington, 
Virginia,  stated  that  MATTHIAS  KOEHL,  JR,,  took  command  of 
the  Party  after  ROCKWELL9®  assassination.

(NSRP) 


On  November  26,  1957,  a  source  advised  that  the  United 
White  Party  (UWP)  was  organized  at  a  convention  held  in  Knoxville, 
Tennessee,  on  November  10,  1957.  An  article  in  the  November  26, 

1957,  issue  of  the  "Greenville  Piedmont,"  a  newspaper  of  Greenville, 
South  Carolina,  reported  "the  recent  formation  of  a  new  political 
party,  to  be  known  as  the  United  White  Party."  According  to  the 
article,  the  party  was  formed  at  a  recently  held  meeting  in 
Knoxville, , Tennessee,  at  which  many  klansmen  were  represented.  The 
UWP  was  reported  as  being  opposed  to  all  "race  mixing  organ- 
j  izations  and  individuals." 

The  July,  1958,  issue  of  "The  Thunderbolt, "  self- 
described  as  the  "official  Racial  Nationalist  Organ  of  the  National 
States  Rights  Party"  (NSRP),  reported  that  rank  and  file  "States 
Righters”  had  merged  with  the  UWP  under  "the  banner  of  the  National 
States  Rights  Party, "  with  national  offices  at  Post  Office  Box 
261,  Jeffersonville,  Indiana. 

In  November,  1958,  a  source  advised  that  the  NSRP 
is  composed  of  past  members  of  Klan- type  organizations  and  notorious 
I  anti-Semites. 

|  issue  No.  19,  dated  June,  I960,  of  "The  Thunderbolt" 

announced  the  address  of  the  headquarters  of  the  NSRP  had  been 
changed  from  Jeffersonville,  Indiana,  to  Post  Office  Box  783, 
Birmingham,  Alabama . 

Issue  No.  69,  dated  July,  1965,  of  "The  Thunderbolt" 
announced  the  address  of  the  new  headquarters  of  the  NSRP  as 
Post  Office  Box  184,  Augusta,  Georgia. 

Issue  No.  88,  dated  April,  1967,  of  "The  Thunderbolt" 
announced  the  address  of  the  new  headquarters  of  the  NSRP  as 
Post  Office  Box  6263,  Savannah,  Georgia,  31405. 

1  On  August  4,  1965,  a  source  advised  that  Edward  R.  Fields, 

the  Information  Director  of  the  NSRP  and  Editor  of  "The  Thunderbolt, 
is  the  individual  who  actually  controls  the  NSRP. 
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,  Issue  No.  72,  dated  November,  1965s  of  "The  Thunderbolt 
reflects  Dr.  Edward  R.  Fields  to  be  National  Director  of  the  NSRP 
as  well  as  Editor  of  ’’The  Thunderbolt.”
